Frightful  Landslip. 

The  landslip  which  overwhelmed  part 
of  the  Russian  army  marching  against 
the  Tekkc-Turkomans.  of  which  little 
has  been  made  known,  must  take  rank 
as  one  of  the  most  terrible  catastrophes 
of  the  kind  on  record.  The  column  was 
encamped  in  a  narrow  valley  near 
Khoja-Ktieh,  «ad  not  for  from  Kara- 
Kaleh.  when,  after  heavy  rains,  a  huge 
mass  of  the  mountain  overhanging  the 
camp  cmne  down  and  buried  six  hun¬ 
dred  soldiery  and  many  horses.  The 
Turkomans,  taking  advantage  of  the 
mishap  and  tbe  consequent  confusion, 
attacked  and  plundered  the  Russian 
camp,  compelling  the  reminder  of  the 
column  to  fall  back  upon  Chat.  No 
landslip,  unaccompanied  by  other  natu¬ 
ral  convulsions,  like  earthquakes  or  vol¬ 
canic  eruptions,  has  ever  caused  such  a 
fearful  loss  of  life;  indeed,  the  instances 
of  vast  displacements  of  surface  are  very 
rare.  In  1840  there  was  a  wonderful 
subsidence  of  eui  face  at  Axmouth.  in 
Devonshire,  when  about  one  hundred 
aores  of  undercliff  slipped  down  to  the 
sea,  and  a  reef  forty  feet  in  height  was 
driven  up  through  the  water.  There 
was  no  loss  of  life  on  this  occasion,  nor 
in  the  landslips  at  Lyme  Regis  in  1871, 
at  Freshwater  ip  1842,  or  at  Sidmonth 
in  the  same  year.  The  disaster  of  Khoja- 
Kaleb,  therefore,  is  probably  unique  in 
its  berrora. _ _

Those  kind  at¬ 
tentions  cheered  his  heart,  and  inspired 
him  with  fresh  courage  to  battle  with 
the  obstacles  of  life.  Tears  rolled  round : 
Providence  led  him  on ;  he  had  reached 
Use  legal  profession ;  his  host  had  died ; 
thp  cormorants  that  prey  on  the  snb- 
-  stance  of  ms*  had  formed  a  conspiracy 
»  to  get  from  the  widow  her  estates.  8 hie 
•rat  for  the  nearest  counsel  to  commit 
her  cause  to  him.  sad  that  oouasel 
proved  to  be  the  orphan  boy  years  be¬ 
fore  welcomed  and  entertained  by  bn 
and  her  deceased  husband.  The  stira 
ulus  of  a  warm  and  tenacious  gratitude 
wa  atw  added  to  the  ordinary  motives 
connected  with  the  profcmion.  He  un¬ 
dertook  her  canoe  with  a  will  not  easily 
to  bs  resisted ;  he  gained  it;  the  widow’s 
relates  were  secured  to  her  in  perpetu¬ 
ity;  and.  Mr.  Stephens  added,  with  an 
emphasis  of  emotion  that  sent  it*  <  * 
trie  thrill  throughout  th*  house-” 
orphan  boy  now  stands  before  you.1
